JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates are down to the 23rd Jan. 

The following is from the Japan Herald :— 

It is reported that at Hita, in Chosiu, a number of ronins have 
assembled for a revolt, and have been joined by numbers of the 
peasantry. Troops have been despatched to the spot by the Go- 
vernment. Mahy native merchants fear a general disturbance 
will occur before long, arising from mutual jealousies amongst the 
higher princes, 
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Small-pox is making great ravages both amongst natives and 
Europeans in Yokohama. The disease has assumed a malignancy 
seldom or never witnessed in Europe, and the contagion spreads 
with a virulence and rapidity only equalled in the cholera epi- 
demic of 1848. The three existing European hospitals were soon 
full, and two others have been improvised by the American and 
Prussian authorities. Under the direction of Dr. Newton 
(who has already effected much good by the establishment 
of Lock Hospitals at Treaty ports, and the introduction of 
compulsory vaccination at Nagasaki) the Japanese Government 
have initiated a apc hea of vaccination at stations in Yedo 
and Yokohama, which will be gradually extended throughoutthe 
country, and made compulsory when the prejudices of the people 
in favour of inoculation are overcome, 

A case of considerable importance, and one which may lead to 
a serious misunderstanding if persisted in, has occurred through 
the course of the Japanese Government in continuing to forbid 
the Japanese merchants from trading at Van Reed’s Kaisho, or 
Rice Stock Exchange, in direct and open violation of the stipula- 
tions of the American Treaty and of the Convention of Yedo, June, 
1866, wherein ‘‘ the Japanese Government do not hesitate to de- 
clare that Japanese merchants and traders of all classes are at liberty 
to trade directly and without the interference of Government offi- 
cials with foreign merchants, not only at the open ports of Japan, 
but also in all foreign countries.” The Exchange was at Tokei 
composed of 105 members, in opposition to » licensed concern car- 
ried on by the Government banker, Mitsee, and it is through his 
influence with the under officials that the foreign establishment 
has been closed and Japanese debarred from trading there. 

Messrs. Schultze, Reis, and Co. have issued the prospectus of a 
German company, with a capital of $100,000, for supplying the 
settlement with gas. 

Colonel Shepard, U.8. Consul at Yedo, has issued a notification 
warning his countrymen of the insecurity of the streets, advising 
them not to go unarmed, and on any indication of intended vio- 
lence to use their pistol promptly. 

We hear that the Hertha has thirty-six cases of small-pox on 
board ; that there are no new cases in the Benicia and Idaho. 
There have been eighteen deaths from small-pox in the French 
barracks and ships, and we have heard with astonishment that 
the French authorities have placed several of the worst cases in 
the Bund Hospital. This is paying an utter disregard to spread- 
ing contagion amongst the inhabitants of Yokohama. 


A correspondent who has just returned to Yokohama from 
Kanga’s territory informs us that the state of the native Chris- 
tians there is most disgraceful. He says that he personally saw a 
number of them huddled together, men, women, and children, in 
a cage; that bya was raging among them ; and that as they 
die off the dead bodies are dragged out of the cage with a long 
pole. There are other details too shocking to mention. It really 
seems time that this question should be taken up inearnest. Our 
informant says that the official designation of the Christian reli- 
gion in Japan is “ the false and corrupt.” This is the language 
employed in several edicts, and it is felt to be insulting to foreigners 
generally as well as derogatory to Christian ministers. 

In the Consular Court several days have been occupied with a 
libel case, in which Mr. Marks, an attorney, was the plaintiff, and 
Mr. Howell, editor of the Japan Maz, the defendant, the libel 
complained of having been inserted in that journal. In the course 
of the case Mr. Marks was mulcted in the sum of five dollars for 
using profane language in the Court. The Court decided for the 

laintitf, with $250 damages, but it is understood that a new trial 
will be applied for on the grounds that this sum is excessive. 

The Chamber of Commerce held its annual meeting on the 18th 
January. The report was presented and passed ; a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Marshall, the retiring chairman, was unanimously carried, 
and Mr. Van der Tak was elected as his successor ; and Mr. Hooper 
was elected vice-chairman, Mr. Walsh having first received the 
majority of votes, but declining to serve. The meeting was 
brought to a conclusion with the election of a committee and au- 
ditors for the ensuing year. 


Judgment has been delivered in the Provincial Court by Mr. 
Russell Robertson in the case of Walsh, Hall, and Co. versus 
Hoffmann, the captain of the Belted Will. The plaintiff's case 
was that Capt. Hoffmann had placed the vessel referred to uncon- 
ditionally at their service in November Jast, that in December, 
while the plaintiffs wereengaged in procuring a cargo of tea for 
shipment to New York, the defendant informed them of his in- 
tention to withdraw the ship from their hands, which he accord- 
ingly carried out, although the agreement specially indicated 
the 15th January as the date upon which the plaintiffs were 
to complete the loading of the vessel. ‘The defendant’s case 
was an entire co dare the agreement for the exclusive agency 
of Messrs. Walsh, Halt, and Co. The judgment was based upon 
the question whether a captain of a ship, having placed the same 
in the hands of an agent,—as in the present case—is at liberty co 
withdraw from the arrangement upon an opportunity offering for 
-engaging freight more readily or upon better terms at the same 
port, but from another source. Upon this view of the case—it 

ing considered that the defendant had failed in disproving the 
assertion of exclusive agency—judgment was given for the plain- 
tiff. with costs.

The following is from the Hiogo News :— 

To the great delight of those who have nothing to do but vig;

A subscription has been pene for the erection of a Protestant 
Chureh. A sum of $2,500 been subscribed, and it is found 
that a small but suitable building can be erected for Rios 1,600. 

The inauguration of the Kobe Regatta and Athletic Club proved 
a complete success, and the events of the day gave us some idea of 
what may be expected from the club in future. Although every- 
thing had been rather hurriedly arranged, and the sport was 
modestly called a ‘‘ Scratch Regatta,” yet so complete was the 
order in which the events came off, and so successful were all the 
arrangements, that the day’s sport deserved anything but the 
name it received. The boat-house is 52 feet by 50 feet, giving suffi. 
cient room for eight four-oared boats, and a number of small craft, 
On the right is a dressing room, 18 feet by 14 feet, with bath 
room and other conveniences. On the left are the keeper’s roem 
and bar. Immediately behind the boat-house stands the gym 
nasium, 80 feet by 35 feet, which can be converted into a theatre, 
A stage is made 30 feet by 35 feet, suitable for boxing, fencing 
and fer theatrical representations. There are also bath-rooms, 
dressing-rooms and ticket office. The usual erage apparatus 
is being provided, and the place is well lighted both by night and 
by day. It is the intention of the committee to build a bathing- 
house on the beach, about 100 yards from the boat-house, for the 
use of members. Taking it altogether, we can look upon the 
Kobe Regatta and Athletic Club as being one of the most useful 
and successful institutions in the East. 





NAGASAKI. 
(VIA SAN PRANCISCO.) 
Nacasaxt, Jan. 16. 

On the 2nd instant we received the English mail of the 4th 
November, and to-day that of 18th idem came to hand. In addi- 
tion to the above, several old newspapers which were addressed 
very distinctly via San Francisco, and ought to have arrived here 
on the 2nd instant at the latest, came to hand this day by the 
English mail—a fact which would almost lead residents in these 
parts to suppose that the postal authorities at home were quite 
unaware of the existence of mail communication between Eng 
and Japan via America. 

The only arrival here from the home side is the British barque 
Rookwood, from London, via Yokohama, 223 days. 

The movements of tlhe vessels of war are as follows :—U. 8. 
flagship Colorado arrived 25th Dec. from Shanghai, and sailed for 
Hiogo and Yokohama the 4th inst. The French flagship Venu 
and despatch boat Linois both arrived on the 11th instant from 
Hiogo, sailed 14th and 15th instant for Shanghai, after coaling. 
Men-of-war remaining in port: LU, British, and Sibol, Russian. 

The British barque J//o sailed on the 4th inst. for London, 
with tobacco, dc. The North German barque Alida is ready to 
start when the present war is over ; this affords very little conso- 
lation to shippers of tobacco, whose cargo is not likely to improve 
by its long detention on board ship. ‘wo North German barques, 
Condor and Aldebaran, left this on the 3rd inst. and intead 
making their way south. We have still fifteen vessels under this 
flag in our harbour. 

Several public auctions of house Property, &e., have recen 
taken place here, which, in consequence of the heavy annual 
rent payable to the Japanese Government, have sold for absurdly 
low prices :—Lot 30, Qwra; with dwelling house, one stone 
godown and one plaster godown, $405 ; lot 25, Owra with all the 
buildings thereon, but somewhat out of repair, sold for accoums 
of the estate of the late Mrs. C. Weeks, for $46; lot 8 (frost) 
Desima, $230; lot 15, Desima with plaster godown, $200, 90 
for account of the estate of the late J. van ‘T'ameren. You will 
sce the depressed state of house property at this port when I tell 
you that lot 30 cost the late owners about two and a half year 
agu between $2,500 to $3,000. 

The Nagasaki Express has drawn public attentien to the ua- 
reasonable rates charged for fire insurance in Japan. These 
rates as at present constituted are simply prohibitory ; the oe 
mium being from ten to twenty times greater than the rate, 

“ doubly hazardous” risks in England. The rate for insuring 
godowns and their contents is 2 per cent. if built of stone, 40° 

per cent. if the materials used be plaster and wood. — Dwelling 
houses have to pay 4 per cent., and tea manufactortes, chat 
built of stone, have to pay 4 per cent. Yet we are informed ' 
there is no cause for such excessive terms being demanded, 20 
more than five fires having occurred in the last seven years.

BARAWAK,

to applicants at the pleasure of the Government in fee simple for 
$1 per acre, or on lease of 900 years on payment of 50c. per acre, 
with an annual quit rent of 10c. per acre, exclusive of « survey 
fee of 15e. per acre. Persons taking land on lease of 900 years 
to have the option after the expiration of three years of pur- 
chasing the land in fee simple on payment of the addi- 
tional sum of $1 per acre, and with the understanding that 
all lands granted, whether upon lease or in fee simple, are liable 
to revert to the State, in the event of onc-fourth not being cleared 
and brought under cultivation, or otherwise made use of for pas- 
turage or building purposes, within ten years of the period of 
possession ; the State will return survey fees on its reclaiming 
such lands. 

The state reserves the property in all minerals underlying the 

ends granted upon lease or in fee simple, together with the right 
of way.

Apai Laja and other Dyaks seemed strongly per- 
suaded that he means peace, so he was allowed to go on with his 
building. His house is to contain thirty doors, and when it is 
completed his people, who are now farming, will come down to Sibu, 


having first gathered in their harvest. 

The following items are from the Sarawak Gazette. On Jan. 19, 
the Rajah and the Ranee gave prizes to the head boys of the 
three first classes at the Mission-school, and three additional 
prizes for good conduct and application. There are now thirty- 
two boys in the school, with four exceptions, entirely Chinese. 
Many of those formerly taught here are now working as Cate- 
chists in the various missions, or are employed by the Govern- 
ment and the Borneo Company at their stations. 

The Rev. W. Crossland’s school at Undup is becoming widely 
known among the Dyaks, and justly appreciated. Mr. Crossland 
writes :— 

“T have got a new pupil, a Dyak from the Sawit tribe on Kapuad. 
He knew his letters when he came, and in a fortnight he could 
read the two first chapters of St. Mark’s Gospel in Dyak. He says 
he heard a rumour of my school over there, so he came on to 
Kantu, and finding the report true, he came here, and I received 
him, in bopes of his turning out a good fellow. He has lived » 
good deal among the Dutch. He declares he saw some tailed men, 
and that the Dutch saw ther too, and that their country is up 
the Malawi river. 

“My Chureh is all but finished, and I shall put the final sttoke 
to it myself. I am now doing up the under part of my House. and 
making it into a eomfortable schoolroom and eating room for the 
boys.

THE REJANG RIVER. 

Some particulars concerning the Rejang river and its banks 
may possibly be interesting to our readers. The Rejang is the 
largest river in the Sarawak territory, and offers facilities for 
trade which no other can equal. It has no bore like the Batan 
Lupar ; eighteen feet are found on the bar at low tide, an 
within the entrance the lead gives eight and nine fathoms ; a 
steamer drawing seven or eight feet can go for some 150 miles 
up the stream with ease, finding a wide channel without 
dangers all the way, and the two broad branches which open 
in the direction of Oya afford easy communication with places 
lying off the main streams, and additional outlets to the sea, 
These, however, have shoal water at their mouths, and a danger- 
ous bar, making them of little use to vessels of any size; but by 
means of them small native craft could bring car,o to a steamer 
loading in the main river. Sibu is the principal place on the 
banks. It is built on an island, where the Igan leaves the Rejang 
to carry its waters to the neighbourhood of Oya, about sixty miles 
from the entrance, and consists of a strong wooden fort, a Chinese 
bazaar, and a considerable Malay kampong. ‘ : ; 

Its trade is already of some importance, the chief articles of 
export being gutta-percha, india-rubber, bees’-wax, &c. The value 
of what is sent away monthly is about $19,257. The bazaar is well 
built at a short distance from the fort ; the houses have bilian 
posts and ataps, and present a regular appearance. Thefe are 
some sixty shops here, and a Chinese merchant is about to set up 
ten new ones, intending to establish a branch of his business in 
this place. The Malay kampong extends along the whole of one 
side of the island, and for an equal distance on the opposite shore. 
One or two of the houses are above the average for neatness and 
solidity. A mosque has been built for some time, and the Chinese 
have lately opened a joss house near their bazaar. The jungle 
between Sibu and the mouth of the river abounds in bilian wood ; 
nothing is wanted except labour to make this a lucrative article 
of commerce. . 

Last year an English barque of 700 tons shipped a cargo of 
bilian from here for Hong Kong; and torty Uhinamen are now 


employed in preparing another ; there is material euough to keep 
500 at work, were any one to import them for the purpose. Above 
Sibu the banks of the river are under cultivation tor some thirty 
miles. Paddy is, of course, the crop, with here and there a patch

of Indian-corn. The Dyaks who planted early have fine well- 
grown paddy at their farms; but the younger plants do not give 
equal promise for the next harvest. In some places the Dyaks 
failing—want of weeding is visible ; but, on the whole, the pre- 
sent crop looks well. At Kanowit, about forty miles higher than 
Sibu, is another small fort and a few houses. The country 
near this place begins to change its character. Instead of 
the interminable flats, covered with jungle growth, hills are 
seen on both banks, sometimes rising in gentle knolls, sometimes 
with abrupt sides with deep ravines between them, and more 
sparsely clothed with vegetation. On several the Dyaks have 
planted paddy, which looks as well as what is growing on the low 
und. It is more than probable that pepper and coffee would 
0 well on the ridges. There would not be the same difficulty to 
encounter in the poorness of soil which has prevented any great 
success in other places; and tle climate on the banks at a slight 
elevation seems cool enough for the purpose. 

The population of Dyaks, Tanjongs, and Malanoes living on 
the Rejang and its tributaries amounts to 50,000 or thereabouts. 
The perpetual disturbances among them have till very lately been 
an obstacle to all trade or knowledge of the country’s wealth. As 
these grow less frequent, its resources are certain to be developed. 
Already the active Chinamen are penetrating into the interior in 
search of gutta, and it only requires more assurance that life 
and property will be safe to induce numbers of them to settle at 
Sibu, and perhaps at Kanowit also, as regular trading centres. 
The peace which prevails at present on the river gives good hope 
that this may soon be brought about, 


JAVA. 

The New Batavia Handelsblad of Jan. 26 gives the following 
particulars of the death of Mr. J. van Voorthuyson, formerly 
= of the Netherlands Trading Company at Singapore :— ‘Mr. 

an Voorthuysen left Batavia for Sourahaya on the 2lst inst. 
in the steamer Konnigender Nederlanden, Capt. Kayser. On the 
following afternoon, at half-past five o'clock, in spite, it is said, of 
the positively disapproving advice of the captain, he put off in 
the harbour master’s boat for the shore at Samarang, although he 
had no special business to transact there. The boat capsized in pass- 
ing through the new channel, and the body of Mr. Van Voor- 
thuysen was found on the following morning at the mouth of the 
Kali Wungu. Another passenger, a Mr. Kocker, and three 
natives, also perished. Mr. Van Voorthuysen was a very esti- 
mable man, and had many friends.” According to the same 
paper, the harbour of Samarang is notoriously very unsafe, and 
yet but little has been done to improve and make it less dan- 
Paha to life and property. It seems that there is not even a 

ifeboat there, though numbers of lives have been lost yearly. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
Dates are down to the 8th Feb. On the 3rd Feb. the P. and O. 
steamer arrived with the London mail of 30th Dec. 


A fire broke out among the attap houses in Bukit Timah road, 
in the neighbourhood of the hospital. and the flames spread with 

eat rapidity. The alarm was quickly given, and a posse of po- 
free from the C station, under Deputy Inspector Morrison, has- 
tened to the spot, and the alarm having been communicated to 
the other stations, the police and the steam fire engines were de- 
spatched at once to the fire. ©. B. Waller, Ksq., Commissioner of 
Police, who is also # member of the Fire Commission, hastened 
at once to the scene of conflagration, and having formed a line, 
had buckets of water passed on and thrown on the fire, which had 
the effect of keeping it in check until the arrival of the engines. 
Deputy Commissioner Evans was also early on the spot, and got 
the crowd at work demolishing two of the adjacent buildings. 
The fire lasted about an hour, by which time it was well got under, 
but fearing at one time that it would extend to the row of build- 
ings above mentioned, a messenger was despatched by the Com- 
missioner of Police to Fort Canning, and at about seven o'clock 
two signal guns (the fire alarm) were fired. A detachment of the 
Royal Artillery were sent down, but, there being no need of their 
services, were immediately marched back again. The guns had 
the effect of bringing a number of the country residents to town, 
who had the satisfaction of learning that their aid was not re- 
quired. Four buildings were destroyed, but the loss is, we believe, 
trifling. They were occupied mostly by owners of bullock carts, 
who saved their carts, and allowed their cattle to run loose. One 
of the huts was occupied by a Chinese cloth-dyer, who was able to 
save everything of value.

The dock coolies were 
at once brought to her assistance, and after some hours of hard 
labour the vessel was righted and made secure by putting in 
more ballast. Neithcr the vessel nor the wharf were materially 
injured. 

é poe following: notice has been published by Mr. Read, Dutch 

onsul :— 

“The commander of the Netherlands India barque Ellen 
Bangka reports that his vessel, while under sail in tha Gulf of 
Siam, on the 12th November last, struck twice on an unknown 
shoal, on which there was only eleven feet water. The vessel 
was then due north, and five or six English miles from the 
Kusrovie Rocks, which were visible from the deck. The danger 
is placed on the chart of the Gulf of Siam by Richard Inskip 
arog in 11:11 min. N. lat. and 102:47min. E. lon. from Green- 
wich.” 

We observe among the notifications of land sales the grant on 
Prinsep’s estate, called Mount Emily. This property embraces 
one of the finest sites for building purposes in the island, being 
within five minutes’ drive of the town of Singapore. Also a grant 
of land part of lease No. 404 (formerly belonging to the estate of 
the late John Gemmell, Esq.), for a term of 999 years, quit;rent 
$6 perannum. The property has a frontage of 127 feet on South 
Bridge-road, and contains an area of 53,192 square fect. 

A preliminary application has been made by Messrs Thomas 
Scott, Jasper Young, and William Adamson for the construction 
of a railway between the city of Singapore and the Tanjon 
Pagar Dock Company’s Wharf. The object of the promoters is 
to make a railway from some point near the end of Market-street, 
Singapore, along the sca beach of Teluk Ayer to the wharf of the 
Tanjong Pagar Dock Company, following nearly the line laid 
down in the plan submitted by the promoters of a railway from 
Singapore to New Harbour in the year 1865-6. 


PENANG. 

The following is from the Penang Gazette :— 

We are much afraid that the hopes of those who looked for 
only a passable crop of paddy this year will be disappointed. 
There is not the slightest chance of the kind. The season has been 
such that the crop must be pronounced a miserable failure. Bur- 
mah is exulting in a splendid cropand for a similar cause is Siam 
rejoicing. But Province Wellesley has cause to mourn. The pros- 
pect of a bad harvest in the Province, and the already heavy prices 
ruling for grain, has had the effect of increasing the criminal list 
in the Province, in the shape of petty offences, such as fowl steal- 
ing, dc. Paddy, also, is appropriated, and cocoa-nut plantations 
are swept nightly of their products. ; 

There appears to have been some mistake about the erection of 
the new spire to St. George’s Church and the contract for the 
work. It is said the Colonial Kngineer managed the whole affair 
and contrived to make a mull of it. When the spire came, the 
engineers here knew nothing about it, and it was found that 
extra beams and other things were required, of course necessita- 
ting delay and additional expense. Then the contractor was told 
that the large bell to be swung at the base of the spire was only 
three hundred weight, and when it came to be put up it was dis- 
covered to be about four or five times that weight, and now it is 
swung it cannot be heard any distance from the Church, the plan 
of the spire making it a perfect dumb bell. 

The Right Reverend Dr. Chambers, Lord Bishop of the Straits 
Settlements and Labuan, arrived in the Japan, and held a con- 
firmation in St. George’s Church, at the afternoon service, on 
January 29th. 

We regret to record the death of the Rev. James Ogilvie, D.D., 
Superintendent of the General Assembly Institution, Calcutta. 
The reverend gentleman had arrived at Penang about five weeks 
ago, from Calcutta, where he had resided for twenty years, seeking 
in a change of air a renovation of health, which had been ime 
paired by a severe attack of fever. The change, however, was of 
no avail, and at the age of fifty-six his career of usefulness was 
cut short. The deceased was buried in the : Protestant cemetery, 
the right Reverend the Bishop of the Straits and Labuan reading 
the service over his remains. 
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Captain Hatchell, police magistrate of Province Wellesley, has 
obtained twelve mouths’ leave of absence on medical certificate, 
and goes home by the first of the Ocean line of steamers. Cap- 
tain Hatchell was appointed magistrate and Commissioner of the 
Court of Requests in the Province Wellesley in April 1866, by 
Colonel Cavenagh. 

The failure of Cheah Oon Hoat, a Chinese merchant, trading 
for the last twenty years in Beach-street, under the Chop “ Wan 
Hong” is reported, the liabilities being estimated at about 
$30,000, with assets covering about half that amount. The Chi- 
nese of Singapore and Penang are the principal sufferers, their 
claims amounting to $22,000, the remaining liabilities being 
divided among the European merchants of Penang. ‘The failure 
is ascribed to the loss of the insolvent’s schooner named the 
Kim Soon What, of fifty-six tons, registered at this port, which 
left Penang December 30 last, and was wrecked off Pulo Way, 
near Acheen Head, on the 8th inst. The schooner was insured 
by Chitties for $4,000, but she is said to have had a cargo of 
piece goods and other merchandise, besides specie, the whole 
valued at $10,000. Her crew, consisting fof eighteen men, were 
saved. 

On the 30th January a meeting was held to discuss the advan- 
tage of erecting a wharf at Penang, at which vessels may load 
and discharge cargo. The question agsumed a practical form. A 
certain fund has accrued in the hands of the Government, arising 
from the sale of the Beach-street reclaimed lands, amounting to 
some $31,000, which the Government is ploteed to expend in im- 

roving the town. It was at first thought this money had better 
i devoted to extending the jetty, to a tower and clock, and rais- 
ing the Esplanade; but on reconsideration it is believed it 
would be expended to better advantage in building a wharf. 
But here another difficulty arises. The fund is only about 
$30,000, and a wharf, at the lowest estimate, will cost $100.00 
more. A committee was appointed to inquire into the pro- 
bable revenue of the wharf, with a view to ask the Govern- 
ment to construct it. It isurged in support of this view that the 
wharf is likely to prove a remunerative investment, and that it 
differs in this respect from the Singapore water works, upon which 
it is contemplated expending a larger sum.

The fo'lowing is from Messrs. Hale and Co.’s Circular :—In our last 
report we state that we expected that the demand for Rice for China 
and Japan would keep prices here too high to admit of business with 
Europe. Our expectations have been realised, and the many orders re- 
ceived are ull quite impracticable. Several vessels have been chartered 
to load for Hong Kony and Yokohama, und prices here have advanced 
to $1°60 per pleul. A few vessels, principally French, have orders to 
load home on owners’ account, but we do not expect that any shipments 
of consequence will take place. The only clearance during the month 
(for Europe) has been the French barque Ida, to Falmouth for orders, 
with 8,600 piculs, Tonnage has gradually become very scarce, and 
notwithstanding the high price of Rice, rates of freight have advanced 
considerably for coast charters. To Hong Kong 45 cents per picul, 
and to Yokohama 60 cents per picul are the rates. We anticipate a 
continued scarcity of tonnage and high freights until the war ceases, 
and the German vessels are again thrown into the market.

THE HONG KONG CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

We havo received the Report of the Hong Korg Chamber 
of Commerce for the half-year ending November 15, of 
which we gave an account when the meeting was held. The 
Report is illustrated with a good map of the West River. 
We have also received Mr. MicHart Moss's narrative of his 
exploration of the West River. The value of Mr. Moss's 
discoveries on this tour was generally acknowledged by 
the Chamber, and the present Report conveys the re- 
sults in a portable and convenient form. In the pre- 
sent condition of the Yun-nan province, and the disturbed 
state of Western Kwang-si, it appears questionable whe- 
ther any immediate profit will be derived by opening 
the West River beyond the Wuchang-fu to foreign 
trade, But steamboats drawing leas than two feet of water 
are now constructed in America to overcome difficulties 
of precisely the same character as those presented along 
the upper section of this river, and they could no doubt be 
employed here, though it cannot be kept too clearly in view 
that the opening of additional stations as ports or points of 
trade are concessions of minor importance whilst the syatem 
of inland taxation on foreign goods remains as at present. 








THE TIENTSIN BLUE-BOOK. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1z,—The Blue-book on the Tientsin Massacre discloses some 
extraordinary facts, though none so great as those relating to the 
shortening of life in the orphanages established in China by the 
Roman Catholic Sisters of Charity. According to Mr. Consul Lay, 
there had been from thirty to forty burials from the Tientsin in- 
stitution during the few days preceding the massacre; while Mr. 
Wade states that at Canton, within one year, 700 of the admitted 
infants died—they were all dead ! 

Permit me, Sir, to relate ‘what occurred at another Consu- 
lar port some half-dozen years ago. Walking near the Butts 
at Shanghai I happened on a child, of about eleven months 
old, crying for food. It was near sundown, and the night 
promised to be cold, eo I asked some of the villagers near 
hy why they did not take the child and feed it. To this 
there was a shrug and reply that the little thing had 
been there all day and was deserted, As to their assumption 
of the charge of it such an idea was preposterous, and there it 
would have remained, and perished, perhaps, but for my paying 
an old woman to take it to my house, where it remained a short 
time, and was then taken by me to Nin po, and placed in the Ro- 
manist Asylum then located near the south gate. A few months after- 
wards I visited the place, and was peraltéed to see the child, then in- 
troduced to me under her Christian name of Marie. When I again 
tried to see her, I found that she had died within a short period of 
my previous visit. The Sisters at this time had shifted their quarters 
to the city, and, that I might satisfy myself as to the identity of 
the defunct, I was shown a book, with entries of names, when 
baptised, &c. There were at least thirty names on this page, and 
—will it be credited {—only three or four of the whole remained 

istered as dead! I was so struck with the circumstance 
that in the evening I mentioned it to some friends with whom I 
was dining, and the answer was something like this :—« Qh, it's 
very well-known that so soon asa child is admitted (like Ginx’s 
baby) into the bosom of the Church, the sooner it can make its 
way to heaven the better the Sisters are pleased ;” and a jocular 
remark followed, that the Sisters (in China) had a way of their

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THE TEA MARKET. 
(PRODUCE MARKETS REVIEW). 

The market has been quiet this v-eek, although the amount of busi- 
ness transacted bas probably not been less than is usual at this sea- 
son. The export inquiry has been smaller than it was last week, 
although the aggregate purchases on Continental account have been 
considerable. The close of the war is too recent to have exercised 
any visible effect on the shipments, but it is believed that large quan- 
tities of tea will be exported to Germany during the next few weeks, 
and should this be the case it is not improbable that some improve- 
ment in the position of common Congou will take place, as it is thig 
class of tea which is chiefly in demand for export. This view is the 
more reasonable from the fact that the present price of common Con- 
gou is lower than the yearly average quotation has been since 1856. It 
is at the present time rather more than 1d. lower than it was the 
average price of last year, 24d. less than in 1869, and 84d. less than 
iu 1868, and it is worthy of note that the total deliveries of all teas 
have very largely increased during the last two years. 

Although the deliveries of Tea for home consumption during 1870 
were larger than in any previous year, there is every prospect that 
those of 1871 will be still heavier. The Board of Trade Returns for 
the two months ended 28th February give the quantity retained for 
home consumption as 21,186,678 lbs., or an increase of nearly 
6,000,000 Ibs., and of 3,500,000 Ibs. respectively over the same period 
of the two previous years. The exports for the two months only 
amount to 1,775,127 lbs., showing a decrease of 2 millions and 4 
millions, as compared with the two months of 1870 and 1869, but 
this will probably be made ap before long. The imports have, at the 
same time, been very heavy, amounting to no less than 46} million 
Iba, or an increase of 14 millions and 12} millions over the same 
period of the two previous years; and the stock on 28th ultimo had 
in consequence risen to 103} millions, or an increase of 1} millions 
over the same period of the previous year, and a decrease of three 
millions as compared with 1869. Previous to the appearance of the 
official returns early this week, the total stock was commonly stated 
by the brokers to amount to only ninety-six millions, a mistake that 
may possibly have arisen from taking the Tea in bond at London and 
Liverpool as representing the entire stocks of the country, and from 
ignoring the contents of the warehouses at all the other bonded ports 
ofthe United Kingdom. Had the old system (under which the official 
returns for any particular moath did not reach the public until at least 
six weeks after ita close) been still in force, this error might have 
seriously misled the trade, but as the returns for each month are now 
issued with commendable regularity within a week of its termination, 
mistakes of this kind will in future be speedily rectified, and it ia 
gratifying to find that the official figures af the Board of Trade are at 
last likely to be of some real service to the public. 


THE INCORPORATION OF LLOYDS BY ACT OF 
PARLIAMENT. é 


(SHIPPING AND MERCANTILE GAZETTE.) 

There {is at present before Parliament a Bill “ for Incorporating the 
Members of the Establishment or Society formerly held at Lloyd's 
Coffee-house, in the Royal Exchange, in the City of London, for the ef- 
fecting of Marine Insurance, and generally known 4s Lloyd’s, and for 
other purposes.” The Bill consists of some thirty-three clauses, and 
the objects of the promoters are very fully set forth in its provisions. It 
is somewhat strange that a measure of this nature, aiming at effecting 
organic changes in the institution of Lloyd’s, and, therefore, of special 
interest to Shipowners as well as to Underwriters, should have been 
prepared and submitted to Purliament by its promoters, without any 
consultation with the subscribers to Lloyd’s Rooms, or without (as we 
are credibly informed) the knowledge of the majority of that body. The 
Bill proposes, in the first place, to annul the Deed of Association of 1811, 
under which the Establishment of Lloyd’s Underwriters cxists asa Society, 
and, having done so to incorporate the members by Act of Parliament, 
with perpetual succession and a common seal, and with power to pur- 
chase, take, hold, and dispose of lands and other property, such property 
to vest in the new Corporation ; all existing contracts to remain in force ; 
actions instituted by or against the present Committee not to abate, all 
debts due to be paid and received, and the existing officers of the Insti. 
tution to be retained in their present employment. Next comes in the 
10th clause a statement of the objects of the new Society, and these are 
threefold—the carrying on of the business of Marine Insurance by mem- 
bers of the Society ; the protection of the interests of members of the 
Society in respect of Shipping and cargoes and freight ; the collection, 
publication, and diffusion of information with respect to Shipping. 

Clause 11 proposes that the Committee of Lloyd’s shall consist of 
twelve members, with power for the Society, from time to time, to in- 
crease the number to any number not excceding twenty, and subse- 
quently to reduce that number to not less than twelve, five to bea 
quorum. The clauses immediately following provide for the appoint. 
ment of the first committee, for the rotation and election of committee- 
men, &c.; and then comes Clause 19, under which the Society take 
powers, by resolution of a general meeting, confirmed at a subsequent 
general meeting, to make bye-laws for various purposes, and amongst 
others for “regulating as among the members of the Society, and as 
between the members and persons transacting with members the busl« 
ness of Marine Insurance and persons intereste in such insurance, the 
terms and conditions, and the mode on and in which insurance shall be 





‘effected with members of the Socioty, and on and in which scttlements in 


respect of insurances so effected shall be made; and generally such bye- 
laws as from time to time seem requisite for the better execution of this Act 
and the furtherance of the objects of the Society.” Perhaps, however, 
the most remarkable of the proposals in this private Bill, so far as the 
Shipowners and the Assured generally are concerned, is to be found in 
the 24th clause:—'* In order (vays that clanse) to the attainment of the 
object of the Society, which consists in the prot ction of tue interests 
of the members of the Society in respect of shipping and cargoes 
and freight, the Society may from time to time use all lawful means 
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for the following purposes or any of them—namely, the investiga- | out in the despatches of Mr. Wade and by general report as having 


tion of frauds practised or attempted, or intended to be prac- 
tised, with respect to vessels or their cargoes or freight, or with 
respect to insurances effected or purporting to be effected thereon, 
or otherwise with respect to the business of Marino Insurance ; the 
taking or facilitating of proceedings for the punishment of persons 
guilty or concerned in such frauds; the obtaming of information with 
respect to the state of vessels at and before the time of and during 
loading, and with respect to the quantity and condition of cargo taken 
on board. and the mode of storing cargo, and the state in which cargo 
ts discharged ; the investigation of’ the causes of loss or damage or 
injury to vessels and cargoes ; the obtaining other information with 
respect to vessels and cargoes and freight ; the affording to members of 
the Society of information acquired by the Society touching the interests 
of members in relation to vessels and cargoes and freight; the taking 
charge of the interests of members of the Society, and others, in 
vessels and cargoes and freight; the doing of all things incidental or 
conducive to the attainment of the object of the Society in thia section 
mentioned. 

The provisions for the incorporation of other Insurance bodies with 
Lloyd's, contained in the 31st clause, are also framed for the manifest 
purpose, not of increasing the facilities for Marine Insurance, but for 
the aggrandisement of Lloyd’s Society. These provisions are perfectly 
consistent with the entire purpose of the Bill, That they and the other 
proposals will be opposed by Shipowners as a body, and by many of 
Lloyd's Underwriters, we have no doubt whatever, and, if thut oppcsi- 
tion is pressed in Parliament, it cannot fail to be successful. 








THE TIENTSIN BLUE-BOOK. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

Tn the Parliamentary Papers lately published relating to the massacre 
of Europeans at Tientsin we have laid before us all the evidence it is 
possible to acquire concerning that unhappy event; and although 
there are some points on which we should have liked to be more fully 
enlightened, yet we have the satisfaction of knowing that, as far as 
they go, they give us an exact narrative of the outbreak, and contain 
the matured opinions on this subject of men who of all others are beat 
qualified to form a judgment, viz., the officials on the spot. Un- 
doubtedly the two most important things in a political point of 
view to be considered are the causes and the results of the massacre. 
With regard to the first of these it is clearly established that, as Mr. 
Wade asserts, the movement was organised by certain leading men in 
opposition to the Government, “ whose dream is the expulsion of the 
barbarian,” and who made use of the old cry against the Roman 
Catholic missionaries for the double purpose of more easily exciting 
the passions of the people against foreigners generally, and algo of 
giving the riot the appearance of a purely popular émeute. This 
opinion is borne out by much of the evidence adduced. The dislike 
with which the Roman Catholic missionaries and the members of 
the French Consulate were viewed by the Tientsinese rendered 
the first object easy of attainment. Mr. Lay, Her Majesty's 
Consul at Tientsin, speaking of the hostile spirit springing up 
against foreigners at that place, says—‘‘The Sistera of Charity 
have been very stupid in buying children, and s0 on.”’ For some 
weeks before the outbreak the Sisters’ Orphauage had been jealously 
watched, and the burial of thirty or forty bodies from it, within the 
course of a few days, added fuel to the growing fire of popular resent- 
ment against them. The system of securing children for the Sisters’ 
Orphanage has often been the subject of unfavourable comment, and 
Mr. Wade tells us that ‘‘some time ago a French Roman Catholic 
gentleman, certainly to be regarded as a high authority, had spontane- 
ously expressed an opinion that the Orphanage of the Sisters might 
too probably prove a source of danger to the whole missionary body.” 
This, regard being had to the popular superstitions prevailing, can be 
well understood, when, as Mr. Wade further informs us, the orphanage 
at Canton received in one year 700 infants, every one of whom died. Un- 
fortunately, the French conanl, M. Fontanier, under the influence of 
strong religious zeal, instead of using his authority to put a stop to prac- 
tices which he was well aware were rousing dissatisfaction among the 
townspeople, lent his countenance to them, and claimed the support of 
Chung How, the Superintendent of Trade, in whose friendship he trusted, 
but whose power he much overrated, to suppress any rising on the 
per of the mob. He did not even report the hostile ramonrs which 

ad been the talk of Tientsin for weeks beforehand to his chief at 
Peking until the very morning of the outbreak, and then spoke of the 
affair as having been peaceably arranged by Chung How. The promi- 
nent part taken in all missionary questions by him and his chancelier, 
M. Simon, an ex-sabreur, who had lately been engaged in organising 
an armed force of native converts at Chang-chia-chwang, in the inte- 
rior of the province, had caused the mob to regard them with the 
same feeling of suspicion as that with which they looked upon the 
missionaries, and, when the fatal day arrived, to make the Consulate 
one of the first points of attack. 

Here, then, was the making of a ey pretty quarrel, and if there had 
been no farther complication it would have been easy to put down the 
massacre as being the result of the ignorant superstition of a semi- 
barbarous mob. But the evidence proves that the rising, although 
primarily directed against the Roman Catholics, was intended as a 
demonstration against all foreigners. No distinction was made in the 
creeds or nationalities of the intended victims in the rumours which 
were floating about in Tientsin of the contemplated outbreak, and when 
the mob rose their cries-were “ Kill the foreigners!” “ Kill the French 
first and then the other foreigners!’ Further, all the Protestant 
mission establishments in the native city were destroyed, and Mr. Lay 
attributes the immunity from attack enjoyed by the foreign settlement 
to the state of preparation of the residents and to a very heavy down- 
pour of rain which most opportunely fell immediately after the work 
of destruction had been completed in the city. In addition to this, 
the well-known aims of the promoters of the outbreak leave no doubt 
as to the real nature of their intentions. Among these, three men— 
General Chen, and the prefect and magistrate of the city—are pointed 
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been ringleaders. General Chen, an ex-rebel, and “at once the 
shame and terror of the Government,” has fomented a great deal of 
ill-feeling towards foreigners. He is, Mr. Wade informe us, “ well-known 
in the capital asa leader of bullies and ruffians, 10,000 of whom, it is 
said, would turn out at his command.” He is believed to have insti- 
gated the attack on Mr. Burlingame and his party in 1867, when on 

their way from Peking to Tientsin, and M. Rochechouart states that 

in his recent journey from the Central Provinces to Tientsin his route 

may be traced hy the succession of outrages on foreiguers which fol- 

lowed in his wake. With these facts acknowledged, the part admis- 
sion made by a member of the Government to Mr. Wade, that this 

man was present at Tientsin on the 21st of June and the preceding 

days, and that he headed the rioters, would be scarcely needed to es- 

tablish his guilt. The action of the prefect and the magistrate, both 

of whom were notoriously anti-foreign in their views, was in the highest 
degree culpable, and the latter even went so far as to threaten M. 

Fontanier on the 19th with the anger of the populace if he refused to 

authorise an immediate search of the missionary establishments, thus 

indicating a thorough understanding with the mob, which it was 

shown was equally possessed by the prefect, who, when presented with 

a congratulatory address by the townspeople on his having issued a 
most inflammatory proclamation, to which in a great measure the out- 

break is attributed, refused it with the significant words, ‘‘ Wait until 
it is all over.” 

Without going further into the details of the evidence addaced 
against the three officials of whom we have spoken and the mob, the 
share of guilt attaching to each and all will be sufficiently plain. And 
now we come to the most discouraging part of the affair. The mas- 
sacre was committed on the 21st of June, and the above and much 
fuller evidence was in the hands of the Government a few days later, 
and yet on the 10th of August we find Mr. Wade complaining to 
Prince Kung that fifty days had elapsed without the punishment of a 
single criminal, high or low. So gross did he conceive his neglect to 
be that he ‘‘ warned the Ministers that if by the end of this month (Au- 
gust) nothing had been done to prove the Central Government in ear- 
nest, it must not be astonished to see the legations, one and all, with- 
drawn, and the French left free to wreak their vengeance on Tientsin.” 
The wisdom of employing auch a threat was certainly doubtful, and the 
Chinese do not seem to have attached much importance to it; for it was 
not until the 19th of October that sixteen of the rioters were executed, 
and then under circumstances which made them appear rather as self- 
sacrificing patriots than bloodatained criminals. The prefect and 
magistrate, who were on all sides found guilty—by their own Govern- 
ment, who accused them of crimes of * great gravity ;" by Mr. Wade, 
who regarded them ag ‘‘ responsible for the blood that was shed on 
the 2lst of June;"” by M. Rochechouart, who officially demanded 
their execution on the ground of “their complicity with and en- 
couragement of the murderers ’—were left for twenty days after the 
massacre at their poste, and then after a long delay, having been sen- 
tenced to banishment, were eventually allowed to escape. Further, 
General Chen, whose punishment was repeatedly insisted on by the 
Foreign Ministers individually and collectively, was not even men- 
tioned in the decree announcing the trial and sentences of the crimi- 
nals, although, contrary to Mr. Wade's belief, founded on a knowledge 
of his power, he was sent to Tientsin for trial, or, in plain words, ar- 
rived at that place ‘‘in the suite of the Governor-General,” and, if 
tried at all, was only subjected to a mere form of inquiry. 

This trifling with justice renders the condition of affairs in China 
obviously precarious, for it cannot be denied that the guilt of the 
rioters has now become by adoption the guilt of the Government. No 
doubt the anti-foreign party is a very powerful one, but no pretence 
is made that the Government is not all-powerful to deal with its 
members, and we are not surprised to find Mr. Wade impressing on 
Prince Kung the truth that it needed but a display of the energy and 
patriotic spirit which effected the coup d'etat at the commencement of 
the present reign—whereby was averted the civil war in which the de- 
signs ‘of traitors would have involved the Empire, and the exalted 
position which Prince Kung at present holds was conferred on him— 
to punish the guilty and to satisfy the just demands of the foreign 
Governments. But no such effort has been attempted by the Emperor's 
Ministers, and in the public documents in which mention has heen 
made of the affair the expressions employed have shown a contemptuous 
disregard of the gravity of the crisis. It is not difficult to discover 
the secret of this conduct. Ino spite of our long intercourse with 
China, in spite of our treaties of friendship, and of our proved supe- 
riority in the arts of war and of peace, the Government, and follow- 
ing their example the people also, persist in regarding us as a nation 
in every way inferior to themselves. Mr. Wade was able to quote to 
Prince Kung expressions employed in documents that had fallen into 
his hands, “in which foreign Ministers and their Governments are 
spoken of as if they were not only the subjects of the Emperor of 
China, but the subordinates of the Chinese Minister addressing his 
Majesty.” On this point Mr. Wade speaks out with great truth and 
distinctness when he says in a despatch to Prince Kung (at page 88 of 
the Blue-book) that it is vain to look for long continuance of 
peace until “the literati and the people be made by their rulers 
to understand that the old assumption of universal supremacy 
on the part of China isa thing of the past; that a foreigner is 
not a devil or a savage, but the subject of a Government the equal of 
his own ; that his officials are not consequently to be driven or re- 
buked as though they were the inferiors of the native authority; that 
the dignity of the Sovereign is not compromised by the admission of 
foreign Ministers into his capital, or by his representation abroad; 
nay, that without intercourse under such conditions there is no safe- 
guard against the rupture at any moment of friendly relations; that 
trade with foreign nations is not to the disadvantage of China; but 
that, on the contrary, it will sapply her with those means of strength 
that will enable her to take her place among nations.” Mr. Wade 
might have added that the first step towards effecting this most de- 
sirable change must be the practical acknowledgment of the right of 
foreign Ministers to admission to the Imperial presence.

Fraser this month contains two papers more or less concerning 
China, but neither of them possessing the interest which gained 
“Regina” her reputation. In the former of these—“ Chinese States- 
men and State Papers’”’—the writer truly says that “very few 
foreigners besides Mr. Hanbury have a word to say in favour of 
‘Chung How. The utmost that can be alleged in his behalf we 
believe is, that his active complicity in the plotting which pre- 
-eeded the murder is ‘not proven,’ and that there may have been rea- 
sons unknown to the outer world why he could not effectively interfere 
to prevent the massacre.” But there is nothing novel or even striking 
in his view of the subject, or in the other parts of the number devoted 
to China. The editor has been more successful in the contributions 
he has selected on “ The Last Instalment of Irish Policy,” “ Mr. Elwin’s 
Edition of Pope,” and the ‘‘ Life of the Author of the ‘ Ingoldsby Le- 
gends,’” There is also a good biographical sketch of Isambard King- 
-dom Brunel. 


We have received from Mr. George Street the first annual publica- 
tion of the new series of The China Directory, published by Mr. Saint, 
of Hong Kong, which will be found to be a most useful reference for 
all parts of the Far East. The printing and binding show a marked 
improvement. Several new features have been added, such asa list of 
Enropean residents at Sarawak, &c.. and we hope that the sapport 
extended to his present enterprise will induce the publisher to carry 
-out the farther improvements which he proposes for the next issue of 
his work. :

THE RUSSIANS AND THE MONGOLS. 

The Pall Mall Correspondent at St. Petersburg writes :— 

“A letter from the Chinese frontier, describing an outrage en the 
Russian consul of Ouliassoutai by Chinese insurgents, is much talked 
-of here, and it is thought that the incident may lead to awkward com- 

plications between the Russian and the Chinese Goveraments. The 
insurgents in question, who are called by the Chinese, Kouicha, after 
plundering Kashgar, Kouldcha, and Tchougoutchak, marched towards 
Ouliassoutai, but the governor of the latter town, though he was in- 
formed of their approach, took no steps whatever to op; ose them. 
The Mongols who were encamped in the outskirts of the town im- 
mediately fied, and the Chinese inhabitants attempted to follow 
their example. They were prevented, however, by the governor, 
who issued an order strictly forbidding anyone to leave the 
town, and s Chinese who endeavoured to escape was marched 
through the streets as a coward with a pieee of wire passed 
through his ears. The Russian traders, seeing that the place was 
defenceless, insisted upon being allowed to leave it ; but the consul re- 
mained at his post with his wife wad sister-in-law. Meanwhile the 
insurgents, knowing the habit of the Chinese to intoxicate them- 
selves with opium in the evening, attacked the town. 7 000 strong, 
the same night. Ono hearing of their arrival the governor poisoned 
himeelf, the women rushed shrieking out of the town, and the Consul 
had his baggage placed on camels, and every preparation made for 
his departure. But it was too late: the insurgents first set the town 
on fire in several places, and then, attracted by the sight of the bag- 
.gage, surrounded the Consul’s house, and summoned its inmates to 
surrender. The Consul and a Cossack of his suite fur some time 
bravely defended themselves with revolvers and rifles, the only fire- 
arms ased by the insurgents being a few old-fashioned flint 
muskets. At length, both being wounded, they determined to give 
up the unequal struggle, and escaped with the ladies by a back 
-door, leaving the burning town behind them. After a weary journey 
of two months they reached the town of Biisk, on the Russian fron- 
tier, where they are now under medical treatment in the hospital. 
The Russian papers speak with great indignation of this affair, and 
urge the Government to extend the Russian frontier towards the centre 
-of China, in order to ‘ civilise’ the north-western districts of that 
country, and thus take the only effectual means of developing the 
Russo-Chinese trade.” 


PRISON TREATMENT IN PENANG. 

A curious phase of convict life is brought to light in the correspond- 
ence on Prison Discipline in the Colonies, just issued from the Colo- 
nial-office. At Penang “the prisoners are allowed to have money in 
their purses, to use any quantity of tobacco, to correspond with 
friends at pleasure, and, in short, todo anything they please, except 
fight, steal, or attempt to run away:’—this is the testimony of a 
convict transported to the Straits from Ceylon, who, in pitying the 
lot of another convict under the discipline of Welikada jail, added : 
“ My expectations of an easy life have been more than realised ; and, 
thongh I disliked the idea of coming to Penang, I must thank my 
stars that 1 am where [ am.’ It is scarcely surprising that this com- 
fortable, laissez-faire sort of life hardly coincided with Earl Gran- 
ville’s ideas of penal discipline, and the noble earl therefore addressed 
a despatch to the Governor of the Straits Settlements, pronouncing 
-the system “indulgent and inadequate to deter fromcrime.” But Sir 
po | Ord thought otherwise ; and, as he was disinclined to be co- 
: into a more stringent treatment of his convicts, he mounted the 
‘* high horee,” and of course succeeded—just as Orpheus soothed Cer- 
berus with his lyre—in charming the pliant Colonial Minister into sub- 
mission. This correspondence is a rich, if not unique, addition to the 
-archives of Downing-street. Earl Granville acoompanied his remon- 
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strance with a memorandum to the Governor of the Straits by way of 
a basis for his instructions. Upon this Sir Harry Ord founded his 
complaint, and plainly told the Colonial Secretary that he was wrong 
in his facts and unjust in his inferences. Fortunately for the convicts 
at the Straits, Earl Granville was not recalcitrant ; he regretted that 
any part of his memorandum “‘ was expressed in terms which might 
naturally give offence,” but more particularly, though inexplicably, 
that “‘ mainly by misadventure” the paper curtailed for transmission 
to the Governor “came to include what had been displeasing ” to him, 

whilst “it excluded what bore the other way.” Hard must, indeed, 

have been the heart of Sir Harry Ord had he not responded to the 
touching appeal of the then Colonial Minister to “‘ make allowances 
for unintentional inexactness,” knowing. as he was reminded, that “ it 
is difficult to be at all times on our guard against inadvertency and 
error.” Meanwhile, there are others besides Sir Harry Ord who can 
exult—the marauders loxuriating at Penang. 


BANKRUPTCY COURT.} 
IN RE W. F. HOWE. 


The debtor, William Francis Howe, was a merchant, of Newman’s- 
court, Cornhill. He had filed a petition for liquidation, under which 
a claim made against the estate for £3,070 by the Chartered Mercan- 
tile Bank of India, London, and China had been admitted by the re- 
gistrar. Application was since made that the proof should be ex- 
puoged, on the ground that it had been improperly admitted. The 
claim arose upon four bills of exchange, containing a proviso that 
certain bills of lading should be delivered up. It was contended that 
the bills of exchange were in auch a form as to render them qualified 
acceptances, and that as bills of lading had not been given up the 
claim could not be maintained. In support of this contention refer- 
ence was made to the cases of ‘‘Smith v. Vertue,” decided by the 
Court of Common Pleas, and of “Roe v. Young,” decided by the 
House of Lords, 

The Registrar said that the bills of exchange were in such a form 
as to constitute a contract that they should be paid only on the bills 
of lading being given up; but they were only to be given up on pay- 
ment in full of the bills of exchange, which the debtor was unable to 
do, as he had filed his petition for liquidation before the bills arrived 
at maturity. The decision of the Registrar admitting the proof would 
be confirmed. 








PaysasteR M. G. Autey, R.N., died on board H.M.S. Challenger, 
at sea, ou January 28 last, while on his passage to England. He en- 
tered the service on board H.M.S. Scourge, in November, 1849; in 
1853 he was especially selected for duty in the office of Admiral Sir 
J. W. D. Dandaa, with whom and with Lord Lyons he served during 
some part of the Crimean War, and received the especial commenda- 
tion of both these officers for his great diligence and attention to his 
duties. He also served with Sir Henry Keppel in the Naval Brigade 
at Sebastopol, and as secretary to the same gallant officer in H.M.’s 
ships Raleigh, Forte, and Emerald, won a high place in Sir Henry’s 
regard, which he preserved up to the period of hisdeath. Mr. Autey 
was present at the boat action in Fatshan Creek on June 1, 1867, 
where Sir Henry's galley was sunk under him. 


TueE following remarks are from the Broad Arrow :—‘‘ When there 
are so many junior paymasters on the list anxious for employment, 
we are at & loss to comprehend for what reason two paymasters’ ap- 
postmen’ are kept vacant on the China Station. The duties are 

eing carried out by assistant-paymasters with acting appointments. 
If these appointments have not been filled up in consequence of the 
expense of sending officers to distant stations in the contract steamers, 
we venture to say that there are several unemployed junior paymastera 
who would willingly pay their own passage out in order that they 
might get on full pay.” 

From Vienna we learn that in the debate on the ratification of the 
treaties of amity, commerce and navigation with Siam, China, and 
Japan, in the Austrian Parliament, Dr. Shaeffle, the new Minister for 
Trade, stated that care would he taken to appoint two young Austrians 
to be naval inspectors in China, the preliminary condition fur which 
would be a competent knowledge of the Chinese language. The treaties 
were then ratified without any opposition. 


H.MS. “Taman,” treop transport, will leave England early next 
month for the Chinese waters. She will take the lst Battalion 10th 
Foot from Japan to Hong Hong and Singapore, in relief of the 75th 
Foot, which regiment she will take on, the head-quartera to the Cape 
of Good Hope, and a wing to the Mauritius, bringing home the 2nd 
Battalion of the 20th Foot. 


Since the appearance of the list of the Ministry in our last iesue, 
several changes have taken place, owing to the resignation of Mr. 
Childers, the First Lord of the Admiralty. Mr. Goschen succeeds Mr. 
Childers, and is replaced by Mr. Stansfeld as President of the Poor 
Law Board, with a seat in the Cabinet. Mr. Baxter takes the office of 
Secretary of the Treasury, vacated by Mr. Stansfeld. 


Tue Duke of Sutherland and party, including Colonel and Mrs. 
Marshall, Mr. Pender, and Mr. J. B. Mitford, have arrived in the 
duke'’s steam-yacht at Port Said, from Brindisi. The duke and his 
friends intend to make a tour of the Suez Canal, and afterwards re- 
turn home by way of Constantinople and Vienna.

THE TEA SEASON OF 1871-72. 

In offering some comments on the coming tea season in 
China we are happy to be able to congratulate the merchants 
engaged in the trade on the satisfactory results of the now 
closing season, and we trust that, having once again tasted of 
the sweets of profits, they will take such precautions in giving 
instructions for the operations of next season as will secure 
them against forfeiting these sweets. The success of the 
Suez Canal being now thoroughly demonstrated, the sup- 
plies from China will be poured in faster than hitherto, 
and it becomes more than ever necessary to prepare for 
holding stocks, and operators who from want of means are 
practically in the hands of the banks and brokers, will have 
no chance of coming out with a profitable result. This class 
of speculator is the bane of the trade, and we do hope 
that the banks will exercise more caution in granting credits 
than hitherto. It is notorious that the credits granted by 
one bank in London—which lies under the shadow of the 
great matron of banks—have done immense mischief in this 
way. We trust, also, that we have seen the last of brokers 
competing against merchants by sending out orders. We 
sutor ultra crepulam. The numter of steamers which will be 
in the China waters about May will be probably not under 
thirty, the competition for freight will certainly be very great, 
and the rates probably very low ; but even low freights have 
little appreciable effect on the question of profit or loss on 
teas, as 15s. per ton is but jd. per Ib. 

The present season has fully demonstrated the folly of 
shipping off rubbish, and we may take the credit of first 
opening the eyes of the public to the iniquitous compound 
known as “Maloo mixture,” and conclude that the disre- 
putable operators in that commodity are not likely to again 
try the experiment. The trade must be cleared of the reck- 
less class of operators who “cut in” without means, and 
who must sell at any price the dealers like to offer. The 
tendency of consumption runs very decidedly in an increase 
of middling to fine, to the extinction of the lower and com- 
mon. The retail trade have been brought to their senses by 
competition, and no Jonger put an outrageous profit on tea 
to cover losses on sugar, &c., and sound Congou, which a few 
years ago was sold by them at 4s., is now to be had at 2s. 6d. 
Again, our market is likely to lose the support it has had 
hitherto by purchases for Russia, as this trade is now to be 
conducted through Odessa, to the exclusion of London. The 
increase in Indian and Java teas, and the improvement in 
quality also, must not be lost sight of. Green teas are 
rapidly declining in consumption, and will soon be unknown 
in this market. Shipments should be very sparing. Last 
season the buyers at Foochow exercised caution in opening 
the market, but the teas were badly and hurriediy cured, 
and we hope they have made good use of the time which 
has intervened to constantly warn teamen of the paramount 
importance of using mcre care in the curing and packing 
with less dust. Kaisows this year have gone down im- 
mensely in the estimation of dealers, and if a distinct im- 
provement is not seen this year the consumption will still 
further decrease, and the prices be correspondingly low. 
With regard to the question of “ limits,” we would say that 
the finest first crop Congou should not exceed 2s,; fine 
strong and full flavour, 1s. 8d. ; laid down in London, in- 
cluding all charges. In our report on tea in another column 
‘sales of black leaf Congou are reported at 2s. 3d., 2s. 6d., 
and we have heard of 2s. 9d. These sales are, however, 
simply fancy prices for a few chests, the market being bare ; 
and this must not be taken as a criterion for next season. 
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THE MAIL SERVICE AND THE P. & 0. COMPANY. 

Tue Italians have taken alarm at a rumour that the P. 
and O. Company are about to transfer their station from 
Brindisi to Trieste. Like many people nearer home, they 
fancy that the P. and O. Company have the ruling of these 
matters entirely at their own discretion, forgetting that 
they are a subsidised company. We can comfort the 
Italians by assuring them that our Government has no 
intention of making such a change. It is quite pos- 
sible that the company may find it necessary to include 
the port of Trieste in their operations, in order to give 
greater facilities for the transit of goods, and we believe that 
Mr. SuTHERLAND, assistant managing director, is now on a 
tour for the purpose of examining into this and other affairs 
of the company, including the question of the passage of 
their ships through the Suez Canal. The abandonment of 
Marseilles causes a considerable change in the company’s ar- 
rangements for freight. The position of Trieste is certainly 
more favourable for the distribution of goods throughout 
the Continent, but should it be adopted arrangements 
will probably be made in such a manner as not to in- 
terfere with the Mail Service at Brindisi. The postal sub- 
sidy being the principal support of the company, they can 
only lay themselves out to catch as much freight as possible, 
but in no way can it be allowed to jeopardise the regu- 
larity of the service—a point which shareholders as well as 
the public are apt to overlook. With regard to the transit 
of the mails to and from Brindisi, there is no doubt that our 
Government will adopt the shorter route through Frence and 
the Mont Cenis, instead of the present one of the Brenner 
Pass, when the rail through the tunnel is completed. This 
route can also be used for the conveyance of silk from China 
to Lyons, but there is no doubt that many shippers wil, 
prefer the steamers of the Messageries Nationale, which per - 
form the passage direct from Hong Kong to Marseilles 
through the Suez Canal, without change. 


THE JAPANESE IN AMERICA. 

WE can doubtless give our American friends credit 
for all sincerity, as well as for all earnestness, in their 
manner of dealing with the questions of the East. Never- 
theless, with an impatience of information which should be 
counteracted, they sometimes suffer themselves to be de- 
ceived by “intelligence” which is anything but intelligent. 
For instance, there is an important mistake in the news cir- 
culated inthe Vew York Herald, that an uncle of the Mikano 
had been sent to America as an “envoy” of Japan. The 
fact is that the Mixavo directed the three princes of the 
blood, immediately connected with him, to visit foreign 
countries for purposes of study. One of these is the Prinoe 
Higasut Fusnimt xo Miya, now in England, and lately pre- 
sented to the QueEEN. Another, Kacuio No wiya, remains in 
the United States, as a student, while the third is on his way 
to Europe, and will probably take up his residence in 
Prussia. Very likely it is this one which the American cor- 
respondent has promoted to a special envoy. He is ex- 
pected in Liverpool in the next few days. 

If any proofs of desire on the part of the MIKapo’s. 
Government to cultivate friendly and intimate relations 
with foreign countries were wanting, it might be found 
in this act of the Emperor sending his blood relations, 
and among them the heir-apparent, abroad. When such 
sigas of a liberal and enlightened policy are making 
themselves felt it must be all the more regretted that among 
the lower classes there are, unfortunately, still from time to 
time outbreaks of a fanatical hostility to foreigners, as the 
late attack on two British subjects seems to supply. But these 
attacks, although operated upon unfortunate foreign victims, 
are more specially directed against the Government, which, 
to a few of the lower classes, seems to adopt a too liberal 
policy in their foreign relations, In the attack on Mesars. Dat- 
Las and Rina, just announced, it is very satisfactory to find that 
the Government has acted with great energy, and some fifty 
individuals have been arrested on suspicion. As far as the 
reports at present received go, the authors seem to belong to 
aclan known as Arpzu, whose chieftain was not long ago in 
open rebellion, for which he was deposed. According to the 
latest accounts, the sufferers were recovering, and uo further 
danger was apprehended. It was indeed fortunate for the 
sufferers that they had the benefit of the attendance of Dr.

Tue changes proposed by the Dutch Government in their 
tariff for Java, noticed in the late letters of our Rotterdam 
correspondent, are of considerable importance to English 
manufacturers, and will tend to stop the irregular practice 
of stamping Manchester goods as of Dutch manufacture, as 
well as the smuggling trade between Singapore and Java. The 
proposition to tax cotton goods by weight is, however, not 
judicious, as it will operate very unfavourably on bleached 
goods, prints, &o. As a rule, the Javanese consume most of 
the coarse common goods, which are well charged with size 
by the manufacturers, and consequently the duty will be 
heavier on them than on finer qualities, The scheme now pro- 
posed at the Hague is a considerable step in the direction of 
“ free trade.” A general export duty is to be levied on all 
exports from Java of three per cent. ad valorem, whether to 
Holland or any other country, thus abolishing the differen- 
cial duties now in existence. Rice will remain free. It 
will be seen by our correspondent’s letter in another column 
that these measures are being vigorously opposed by the 
protectionists in Holland. 


Saiaoy, after all, is not to be surrendered to the Germans, 
indeed, has never been asked for, notwithstanding the urgent 
representations of the various German Chambers of Com- 
merce of its desirability. We think Count Bismark has 
been wise in not saddling his Government with the expense 
of such a place. No doubt he obtained correct information 
as to the cost and difficulties encountered by the French, and 
the shiploads of troops who have found their graves there. 


WE are glad to announce that Lord Carnarvon has under- 
taken to bring forward in the House of Lords the sub- 
ject of “Our Relations with China,” which must include the 
Tientsin Massacre and the probable causes. We trust his 
Lordship will also be prepared to touch upon the discarded 
Convention of Sir R. Atcock, and ask for a Committee of 
Inquiry into the political and commercial state of our trade 
with China. 





Captain Forses has returned from China by the last Ame- 
rican mail, and has, we understand, resigned his appointment 
as Marine Commissioner in the Customs’ Service. Want of 
funds, we believe, stopped the full completion of his work, 
bat what he did accomplish will be an immense boon. We 
believe it comprises the erection of five lighthouses and two 
lightabips. 








OUR POLICY IN CHINA. 

A WELL-WRITTEN and exhaustive pamphlet, entitled “ Bri- 
tish Policy in China,” by a Shanghai Merchant, makes its 
appearance at an opportune moment. When we find the 
Marquis of SauisBury alleging in Parliament that England has 
lost her prestige in Europe, and when we ourselves have been 
taken to task for venturing to declare that English prestige 
is on the decline in the Far East, it seems a good time to 
turn to history, and refer to former periods, when the repu- 
tation of England, as u Power, was more carefully regarded 
by her statesmen than now. Let us take the age of Crox- 
WSLL for example. In that day the great man who earned 
for himself through all posterity the name of “ Protector” 
conducted a war with Spain which made him master of Ja- 
Maica ; was courted by France ; beat the Dutch ; and, in 
the words of CLARENDON, “reduced Scotland to all imagin- 
able tameness ;” while Ireland, then much more turbulent 
than now, was brought for the first time under Imperial and 
Constitutional Government. Turning from this picture to 
the present—from the age of CRoMwELL and the assertion 
of the British flag—to the period of GranviLte and burned 
chapels and sunken ships, what do we find the occupation of 
the other great Powers of the earth? Russia tears up the 
Treaty of 1856 with as little respect as if it were an offensive 
postal card ; America /éies our liberated Fenian convicts ; Na- 
POLEON and Bismark are found to have entered into a private

our search by the author of the pamphlet before us, who con- 
trasts in vivid terms the manner iu which the Foreign-otfice 
was regulated in the days of Lord PaLmerstox, with the 
present style of the communications in vogue between Lord 
GRaNvVILLE and Mr. Wane. With the evasions of the 
latter — the begging of questions, and the mincing of all 
essential matters—the readers who have seen our extracts 
from the Blue-book on the Tientsin Massacre are already 
familiar. It is refreshing to turn from such compositions 
as these to the practical and spirited language of Lord PaL- 
MERSTON. 


Twenty-four years ago, he too had to deal with a Consul 
as little impressible by the gravity of the situation as Mr. 
Wabs has lately shown himself. But mark how differently 
Lord PALMERSTON wrote of Mr. MacGregor to the style in 
which Lord GranviLte lately discoursed to Mr. WabE. 


I have reccived your despatches, and with reference to those parts of 
them which relate to the mensures which the British residents at Canton 
are taking for their defence against attacks by the Chinese mob, I have 
to state to you that I do not think it advisable to discourage the British 
residents from forming themselves into an armed association for their 
common and mutual defence again-t such attacks. On the contrary, it 
appears to me that such a measure is wise and expedient, as it appears 
certain that, in the present state of things at Canton, the only effectual 
restraint upon the violence of the mob must be found in their conviction 
that the foreigners are able and prepared to make aggreasors pay dearly 
in their persons for any attempted attack. 1 consider Mr. Consul Mac- 
gregor proceeds on an entirely erroneous principle in thinking that or- 
ganisstion for defence is dangerous by tending to irritate the mob. The 
foreigners should, of course, ubstain from any act of aggression or provo- 
cation towards the Chinese, but they are much more likely to be at- 
tacked if they are unable to defend themselves, than if they are prepared 
to resist aggression. There 18 no greater incentive to outrage on the 
part of the turbulent and lawless than a belief that the persons whom 
they would like to insult or plunder may be assailed with success, and 
plundered with inpunity. 


As a proof of the lasting benefit derived by the Chinese 
from the presence of the foreigners whom it is now sought 
to exterminate, the Shanghai Merchant well observes :— 


During the Triad movement at Canton and Shanghai in 1853-4 the 
native provincial authorities were at the mercy of forelgners, aud in- 
debted to their sympathies and even to their active assistance for even- 
tual success. Again, in 1860 and for some years afterwards, the port of 
Shanghai was alone saved from capture by the Taeping rebels, by the 
fact of its occupation by British troops, which eventually tovk the field 
on behalf of the Imperialists and drove the rebels from the seaboard. 
But beyond this. a disciplined force raised and commanded by British 
officers, and victoriously led by Colonel Gordon and others, ultimately 
effected the conquest of the provinces of Kiangsoo and Chekiang 
for the Chinese Government. To this assistance alone, it may confi- 
dently be stated, the Imperialists are indebtvd for the suppression of 
the rebellion; for had the Taeping chiefs obtained possession of 
Shanghai, the control of maritime revenue, and the occupation of the 
sea-coast, they would doubtless have succeeded in establishing their 
permanent authority over at least a portion of the Empire. Yet, in 
neglect of all these favourable opportunities, not only were no conces- 
sions to the growing and obviously necessary demands of an increasing 
and lucrative trade asked for, but the British Legation has failed to 
maintain for itself the position of suitable dignity and respect in the 
eyes of the Peking mandarins which it had at one time acquired, and 
confesses itself to be without influence. Nay, more, it has allowed, as 
already stated, liberty of action on the part of foreigners, which had 
been freely enjoyed with advantage to commerce and to the Chinese 
people, to be ultimately withdrawn. Even military roads round Shang- 
hai, which were constructed by Colonel Gordon and British engineers, 
under the verbal guarantee of the Chinese authorities that they should 
be permanently maintained, have been obliterated, in spite of repeated 
protests on the part of tho foreign community. 


Our readers will not fail to recognise the truth of our next 
extracts :-— 


It is doubtless truc that the British Foreign Office is responsible for 
the general course of policy pursued towards China since the Treaty of 
Tientsin; but the contrast between the present position of foreigners in 
Japan, and their present position in China, is instructive, because it 
shows how much the success of any policy is dependent upon the per- 
sonal influence and ability of the minister. Sir R. Alcock’s career in 
Japan was marked by inharmonious relations between the Legation and 
the British residents, a retrogressive and exclusive policy on the part of 
the Japanese Government, repented infractions of the treaty, and a 
decline of foreign influence. Similar results have occurred during his 
term of office in China. Sir Harry Parkes’s appointment to Yedo has 
been followed by a strict maintenance of treaty stipulations on both 
sides, without sacrifice of the dignity and independence of the Japanese 
empire ; and by the adoption of liberal measures of commercial reform 
and scientific progress throughout the country. And these advantages 
have been attained, not merely without injury, but actually with an 
increase of strength to the central Government. . What is asked for In 
China is, the application of a diplomatic policy similar to that which has 
proved so successful in Japan, and for the appointment of a minister to 


arrangement concerning Holland and Belgium, in which it was | put it into operation. 
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Can it be considered strange that such « course of policy as this con- 
firmed the Chinese Government and people in the line of conduct which 
led to the outrages at Yanychow and other places, and directly encou- 
raged the subsequent excitement against foreigners, which produced the 
awful tragedy at Tientsin? The circumstances of the massacre; the 
organised plot—the connivance and participation of the city authorities 
—tne presence of disciplined troops—the fiendish cruelty —the cool in- 
difference of the central authority at whose doors the crime was com- 
mitted—the mockery of reparation which has been obtained—can hardly 
fail to have awakened the British Government to the culpable weak- 
ness of all its recent negotiations with the Chinese. It is no doubt too 
late after the provisienal acceptance by the French Minister of the 
wholly inadequate terms of redress so tardily offered by the Peking Go- 
vernment for our own Government to interfere, but a lesson has been 
taught us which it is to be hoped will not be forgotten. Its conclusions 
may be read somewhut to this effect: 

Appoint a Minister to Peking in whose judgment and discretion the 
British Government and nation can rely, and with a competent naval 
force in the China waters, and with daily telegraphic communication 
established between China and London, there would be no insuperable 
difficulty in the inauguration of a policy which by its vigour would 
secure the safety of foreigners and by its strict justice would avert all 
occasion for war. ’ 

Let the existing naval instructions be withdrawn and be replaced by 
others in the spirit of the letters of Lord Palmerston previously quoted. 

Let volunteers be encouraged at the Treaty ports, instead of being 
denied the countenance and assistance of H.M. naval forces, as is now 
the case. 

Avoid apologies to the Chinese for the acts of British subjects roused 
by violence and wrong into measures for the preservation of their lives 
and property. 

Tell the Chinese Government sternly, that further outrages at the 
Treaty ports will be visited with prompt and severe punishment at the 
places where they may have been committed. 

Chung- How has been sent on an apologetic mission to Europe. In- 
form the Peking Cabinet that until audience to the foreign Ministers 
has been given by the Empcror, no Chinese ambassadors will be re- 
ceived officially at St. James's. 

Let Chung How be admitted informally to the Foreign-office—with 
all due politeness, but with unmistakable firmness ; let him be informed 
that the British Government regards his supine indifference to the mas- 
secre st Tientsin as little short of actual participation in the crime ; 
that it can have no sympathy with the Chinese rulers so long as they 
continue to resist all progress, and that, if the Chinese Government 
wants the friendship and support of this country, it must nut only be 
strict in the maintenance of treaty stipulations, but must also by timely 
concessions show a disposition to meet the requirements of a growing 
trade, and an increasing foreign intercourse. 

We have, it appears, a British trade amounting in exports and im- 
ports to £36,290,378 to deal with. There is a further carrying trade of 
Chinese produce and a distributing trade along the coast of foreign 
goods: the first estimated at £8,500,000 and the second at £10,900,000, 

It would be a mistake to limit our view tothe mere value in sterling 
which the trade represents as au estimate of its importance or the ex- 
isting amount as any indication of its prospective value. It isa trade 
with a constant tendency to increase, and as the delegates of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce clearly show in their report on the trade of the Upper 
Yangtze, at the average rate of £3,500,000 annually in the import of 
British manufactured goods alone. They say, “ And of the £7,000,000 
to £8,00U,000 worth of goods now annually exported from Great 
Britain to China, the sum of £2,500,000 is retained in England to pay 
spinners, weavers, &c.” . . 2. . « 

The exports from Great Britain direct to China,which in 1840 
amonnted only to £524,198, sprang to £2,300,000 in 1844; and from 
£2,800,000, at which they stood in 1858, the yeur of the Arrow war, 
to £4,400,000 in 1860, alter the opening of the new ports. The in- 
crease would have been more strongly marked but for the rebellion in 
China and the cotton famine; for we find that with the removal of 
these adverse influences the trade has rapidly expanded, until the figures 
reached £7,600,000 in 1868, and are now much larger. . . . 

Finally China takes froin India 6V,000 to 70,000 chests of opium, 
which yields to our Indian empire a revenue of no less than £9,000,000 
by the latest returns. . . . It is impossible to estimate what the 
foreign trade would be if the mineral resources of the province were 
developed, and good roads existed to facilitate the exchange of com- 
modities, but it is certain that the increase would be very great, 

The closing paragraph of the pamphlet contains a state- 
ment which should be taken to heart by our rulers before it 
is too late. Our author says :— 

If Great Britain is ready to retire from her position in the Eaat 
as the Pioneer of Progress, two nations, a young Republic and a new 
Respirs, both earnestly bent on the exertion of intluence in China, are 
undoubtedly prepared to occupy her place. 














Monetary xnd Commercial.

The following mercantile changes are reported in connection 
with Japan :—The business conducted at Hiogo and Nagasaki, 
under the firm of Walsh and Cy., will in future be under the 
garte style as at Yokohama, Walsh, Hall, and Co. Mr. Ryle 
Holme has joined Mr. Gribble, of Nagasaki, and will sign the 
firm Henry Gribble and Co. by procuration. Messrs. Van Delden 
and Co. have succeeded to the business of Adrian and Co., Naga- 
saki. The firm of Diers, Hughes, and Co. is in liquidation. A 
branch of the firm of Adamson, Bell, and Co., Shanghai, has been 
opened at Yokohama. Changes in the firm of Alt and Oo. are 
intended, but not yet announced. 
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The last mail from Nagasaki brings an earnest remonstrance 
against the excessive rates of fire insurance there, which are justly 
described as prohibitory, being, in fact, from ten to twenty times 
greater than “doubly hazardous’”’ risks in England, though, in 
fact, fires are so few that only five are reported in seven years. 
We shall be surprised if some of our enterprising London offices 
do not take up the matter, and secure the business on equitable 
terms. At present, owing to the high rates demanded, or the 
apathy of the local offices, fire insurance in Japan seems to be a 
dead letter. 

Shippers of shirtings appear to be in no way dismayed at the 
42,000,000 yards shipped off in January, but have followed it up 
by 40,000,000 for February. Telegrams from Shanghai report 
speculative purchases by European brokers and others, which 
does not look healthy for clearances. 

The Liverpool ship Mount Vernon, upon which underwriters 
have been asking (and are reported to have got) sixty guineas 
premium for some time, has been reported as having arrived safely 
at Singapore. She sailed on the 12th August last, and was, con- 
sequently, 174 days at sea before she was reported as having 
arrived out. 

Messrs. Merryweather and Sons, of Lambeth and Long-acre, 
have sent off two improved and powerful land steam fire-engines for 
the Government of Japan. 

We understand that efforts are being made to procure a reversal 
of the decision passed on Mr. Hargreaves by Acting Judge Good- 
win at Shanghai. 

It will be seen by our Rotterdam correspondent’s letter that the 
new steam service from Holland to Java will open with the Wil- 
lem IIT, to leave on Ist May. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for February exhibit a satisfactory 
total, although they give evidence of the paralysis caused in many 
of the ordinary branches of commerce by the French crisis. 
Compared with the corresponding month of last year, there has 
been an increase of £443,397, or 3 per cent., in the declared 
value of our exportations, while in contrast with February, 1869, 
there is an increase of 10} percent. Some of the staple branches 
of manufacture show a heavy falling off. In cotton goods it is 
12 per cent. in value and 4 per cent. in quantity ; in woollen 
goods, 6 per cent. in value ; in linen yarn, 29 per cent. ; in wool- 
len yarn, 19 per cent.; and in cotton yarn, 20 per cent. in value. 
For the first two months of the present year the total exporta- 
tions have been £26,356,815, showing a diminution of 7 per cent. 
from the corresponding period of last year, and of 3 per cent. 
from 1869.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
TEA. 

Although the market has been inactive there has been a fair amoun. 
of business done in the aggregate, the demand for export having 
revived to some extent; the return of peace and the opening of the 
navigation having led to the purchase of some considerable parcels 
of fair to good common red-leaf kinds, and algo fair kinds of medium 
Dlack-leaf. Prices forcommon red-leaf kinds show rather more firm- 
ness, but common Dlack-leaf kinds have ruled in favour of buyers. 
Public sales took pe on the 6th and 7th instant, comprising 18,358 
packages, of which 11,368 packages were sold, nearly the whole being 
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without reserve. The stock in the United Kingdom on the 28th ultimo 
was estimated at 98,400,000 Ibs., against 100,300,000 lbs., and the 
quantity afloat at 23,802,000 lbs., against 33,327,700 lbs. last year. 

Red-leaf Congous: Siftings show no improvement in price. Broken- 
leaf kinds have sold id. to jd. per lb. lower. Fair to good common 
have been rather firmer, owing to purchases for cxport, and may be 
quoted 4d. per lb. higher, Common to fair Kaisow kinds show no al- 
teration ; good to fine have been in moderate demand ; finest show no 
change. Pak Lin kinds in boxes have sold rather dearer. Bluck-leaf 
kinds: Low to common qualities remain much depressed, and prices 
have again receded 4d. to $d. per lb. ; good common has been rather 
firmer at the decline last quoted; fair to good medium kinds havo 
been sold at about previous rates; good to fine have been firmly 
held, but the demand has been only limited ; finest remain steady at 
full prices. Amoy kinds have been sold to a fair extent from 8d. to 
10d. per lb. for low to fair kinds. New-make Canton kinds have been 
saleable at an advance of about 4d. per lb.

The following is from Mesers. Beebe’s Circular of the 17th ult. :— 
Business in the Tea market has continucd on a liberal acale in Greens 
and Oolongs, with moderate sales of other descriptions. The advance 
noted in Greens early in January has been followed by a return to the 
figures previously accepted for goods to arrive per Riga and other 
vessels, and our quotations are now 2e. to 5c. lower. Japans show a 
similar decline, while Blacks have realised about former prices. Sales 
from firat hands reported since 20th January include 38,700 half-chests 
Mreen, 18,900 half-chests Japan, 48,000 half-chests Oolong, and 4,600 
half-chests Souchong and Congou. Of the Oolongs about 33,00 half. 
chests are to arrive. The market closes rather weak for Greens and 
Japans, other than choice grades, but with a good degree of firmness for 
Blacks, while buyers generally show less disposition to operate in ad- 
vance of immediate wants, unless tempted thereto by a further conces- 
sion in price. The clearances for consumption since the opening of 
the new year show how largely the distributing trade postponed deli- 
veries during the latter part of 1870 to secire the bencfit of the re- 
duction in duty.

The total receipts of Tea from China and Japan at the port of New 
York from Jan. 1 to Feb. 15, 1871. were as follows :—Greens, 5,700,606 
lbe.; Japans, 3 859,365 lbs.; Souchongs, 473,096 lbs.; Oolongs, 
2,411,702 lbs.; other sorts, 3,200 Iba.; total, 11,947,969 lbs. The 
stock on Jan. 1 was 16,748,661 lbs. ; which, added to the above total, 
gives a result of 28,696,630 lbs., as the total supply. Subtracting 
from this total the exports from Jan. 1 to Feb. 15, 752,371 lbs., and 
the withdrawals for home consumption during that period, 11,382,714 
Ibs., there remainga total of 16,661,545 lbe., representing the stock on 
the last-named date. The reccipts from Jan. 18 to Feb. 15 amounted 
to 5,814,192 lbs. ; the withdrawals for home consumption to 4,920,286 
lbs. ; and the exports to 528,526 lbs. 

The New York Commercial and Shipping List of the 18th Feb. 
says :—In our iasue of the 1st inst. we gave im our editorial columna 
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the imports, exports, and consumption of Tes at this port and Boston 
for 1870, together with the stocks at the close, constituting the sup- 
ply of the whole Atlantic coast. We are now enabled to give the 
imports al San Francisco, which, added to those at New York and 
Boston, constitute the supply of the whole country. The imports at 
the three ports were as follows :—

Mr. O'Donoghue’s Circular contains the following report upon the 
market :—The past month has witnessed an increased activity in the 
market, and although prices as yet show no improvement upon those 
quoted in my last circular, at least no further material reduction is 
looked for.

A telegram from Galle dated March 8, states as follows :—‘ Have 
saved Palmerston’s damaged decks, cargo considerably damaged pur- 
pose sending Colombo, surveyors recommend sell vessel and remain- 
ing cargo as they stand further salvage expensive.” 

The Samarang, King, from Pasaroeang to Rotterdam, arrived at St. 
Helena, Feb. 5, experienced a hurricane, on Dec. 7, in lat. 21 8. long. 
99 E., when she was thrown on her beam ends and lost rudder, 
bulwarks, sails, and everything movable from the decks; she righted 
with six feet water in the hold, and, as she was still making water, 100 
tons of cargo were thrown overboard; a quantity of sugar was also 

umped up. No survey had been held, but temporary repairs were 
eing effected, and she would probably leave about Feb. 14, with a jury 
rudder she shipped after the gale. 

The Diane (ship), of Bordeaux, from Saigon, with rice, which ar- 
rived at St. Helena Jan. 27, had encountered very severe weather, 
especially on the 19th, 20th, and 21st Dec., which caused her to labour 
and make a great deal of water; had sails blown away, jibboom 
broken, forecastle bulwarks stove, and received other damage ; she 
had since been surveyed, and the seams and butts of the topsides 
found very slack and open; she was discharging. 

The Lizzie Iredale, Wilding, from Shanghai, which arrived at New 
York Feb. 16, had experienced strong N.E. winds down the China Sea 
to the Paracels, where she encountered a severe hurricane, lost sails, 
and carried away maintopaail yard. 

A telegram from Batavia, dated March 3, states that the Belted Will, 
from London to Hong Kong, reported March 1 leaky, had commenced 
discharging, and ao far no damage was apparent; itis supposed the 
cargo is only damaged at the bottom ; the ship will be hove down.
